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| 3 Astronauts Begin Refresher Course At Johnsville 
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JOHNSVILLE, PA., (UPI) - 
Three Mercury astronaut* today 
began an intensive three-day re­ 
fresher course in which they will 
be ‘'launched” at least twice in 
preparation for America's first 
manned space flight. 
The astronauts returned to the 
naval air development center here 
for their fourth series of rides in 


the world’s largest centrifuge — 
a Gondola on the end of a 50-foot 
arm that Is capable of accelerat­ 
ing from a standing position to 


180 m iles an hour in seven sec­ 


onds. 
Redstone Profile 
The national aeronautics and 
space administration (NASA) has 
ordered 
Marine LL 
Col. John 


Ii. Glenn. Jr., 39, Navy Cmdr. 
Alan B. Shepard, Jr., 37, and Air 
Force Cap!. Virgil Grissom, 35. to 
run another "Redstone Profile" 
exercises. 
Commander Richard Licko, pub­ 
lic information officer, saki the 
Redstone Profile is a series of 
experiments designed to simulate 
the conditions to be expected by 


the astronaut when his mercury 
capsule or spacecraft is boosted 
to an altitude of about 115 miles 
by the Redstone Rocket. 
. 
2-Fold Purpotte 
Licko saki the current experi­ 
ments have a "two-fold purpose.'' 
First, to give the men additional 
exposure to the conditions to be 
expected on the manned Redstone 


flight. Second, *‘to acquire addi­ 
tional base line bio-medical data." 
Thecommander said that this 
data was an individual record of 
how each man reacted to the par 
ticular conditions 
involved 
and 
would aid in the selection of the 
astronaut for the first manned 
flight. 
Licko said each of the men 
would again be subjected to pres­ 


sures of 15-0— about twice the 
amount to be expected on reentry. 
2 More Ride’* 
The commander s;ud the astro­ 
nauts would be given at least two 
more rides in the centrifuge and 
would be subjected to the forces 
and pressures they could expect 
on launching and reentry in a 
space flight. 
No newsmen or photographers 


were permitted to view the tesla. 
Licko said that NASA thought the 
current series too intensive to al­ 
low newsmen any time in the 
crowded days of the astronauts. 
Licko said all seven of 
the 
astronauts had l>een at the naval 
center here for periods of about 
three weeks during the last 18 
months, the last visit being dur­ 
ing October 1960.
